Please provide the name of 
the department or agency that made FUR devices available to this 
department or agency for use. 

3. Any documents or correspondence during the period encompassing this 
request regarding possible or planned acquisition of Thermal Cameras or 
FURS. 

4. Any existing or proposed usage policies regarding the use of Thermal 
Cameras or FURS including protocols, training documents, data storage 
procedures and prohibited activities. 

5. Any current or past litigation involving or referencing this department or 
agency involving the use of Thermal Cameras or FURS.
